(AP) — Investigators have 
recovered a weapon that 
may have been used to kill 
a 5-year-old Houston boy 
whose body was allegedly 
kept in a storage unit be- 
fore being discovered in 
an East Texas motel. 


The weapon was being tested 
to see 1f 1t was the one used 
to kill Samuel Olson, Andrea 
Beall, a prosecutor with the 
Harris County District At- 
torney’s Office, told report- 
ers Thursday. 


“We're not going to stop until 
we get justice for little Samu- 
el,” said Beall, who declined 
to say what type of weapon 
was found or used to kill the 
boy. 


The disclosure came the 
same day a third person was 
charged in the case. All three 
face evidence tampering 
counts and none have been 
charged with murder, though 
prosecutors said earlier this 
month that they expected 
to bring additional charges 
against one of them, Theresa 
Balboa, who was Samuel’s fa- 
ther’s girlfriend. 








Samuel’s cause of death was 
ruled a homicide, but author- 
ities haven’t said how he was 


killed. 


A Jasper County grand jury 
indicted 27-year-old Dylan 
Walker on Thursday. Court 
records didn’t list an attor- 
ney who might speak on his 
behalf. Balboa and her room- 
mate, Benjamin Rivera, were 
previously charged. 


Authorities allege that on 
June 1, Walker helped Balboa 
move Samuel’s body from 
a suburban Houston stor- 
age unit to a motel in Jasper, 
about 135 miles (215 kilome- 
ters) to the northeast, where 
it was found inside a plastic 
tote in a room Walker rented 
for Balboa. 





Police believe Samuel, who 
would have turned 6 on May 
29, died weeks before Balboa 
reported him missing on May 
27, according to an arrest af- 
fidavit. His body was kept 
in a bathtub at Balboa’s and 
Rivera’s suburban Houston 
apartment until they put it in 
the tote and hid it in a storage 
unit on May 13, police allege. 
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After Walker helped Balboa 
move the body to Jasper, he 
called authorities to let them 
know where it was, police al- 
lege. Prosecutors said Balboa 
was on her way to Louisiana 
when she was arrested in Jas- 
per. 


Balboa, 29, remains jailed 
on bonds totaling $600,000. 
Rivera, 27, and Walker were 


freed after posting bond. 


“Tm thankful justice is be- 
ginning to be served,” Sarah 
Olson, Samuel’s mother, said 
in a statement. 


Samuel’s parents had been 
involved in a bitter custody 
battle since filing for divorce 
in January 2020. His mother 
had primary custody, but she 


hadn’t seen her son since the 
summer of 2020, according 
to her attorneys. 


Samuel had been living with 
Balboa since April 30, which 
was the last day he was seen 
at school. Authorities haven’t 
said why Samuel had been 
staying with Balboa instead 
of his parents. 





Police: Man who shot Colorado gunman was killed by officer 





(AP) — A man who intervened in a 
shooting that killed a police officer near 
Denver was shot and killed by a respond- 
ing officer while holding the suspect’s 
AR-15, police said Friday. 


Johnny Hurley, who has been described by 
police as a hero who prevented further blood- 
shed, shot suspect Ronald Troyke on Monday 
after Troyke gunned down Arvada Officer 
Gordon Beesley with a 12-gauge semi-auto- 
matic shotgun. 


After shooting Beesley twice, Troyke shot out 
the windows of police cars in the city’s down- 
town district, returned to his truck to get an 
AR-15 and was confronted by Hurley, who 
shot him with a handgun. When an officer 
arrived, Hurley was holding Troyke’s AR-15 
and the officer opened fire, police said. 


The shooting occurred near a library in Ar- 
vada’s historic downtown, with popular 
shops, restaurants, breweries and other busi- 
nesses about 7 miles (10 kilometers) north- 
west of downtown Denver. 


A store worker said Hurley was shopping 
when he heard the gunshots and ran out to 
confront the shooter with his own gun. 


“He did not hesitate; he didn’t stand there and 
think about it. He totally heard the gunfire, 
went to the door, saw the shooter and imme- 
diately ran in that direction,” Bill Troyanos, 
who works at the Army Navy Surplus store in 
downtown Arvada, told Denver news station 





KMGH-TV. 


Troyanos said he heard Hurley fire five or six 
shots. The gunman fell against a parked ve- 


hicle, he said. 


Police had not previously confirmed Hur- 
ley’s role or said who shot him. In a video 
posted Friday, Police Chief Link Strate de- 
scribed Hurley as a hero whose actions likely 
saved lives. He didn't offer an apology but 
called Hurley’s death by a responding officer 
“equally tragic” to Beesley’s killing. 


“The threat to our officers and our commu- 
nity was stopped by a hero named Johnny 
Hurley,” Strate said. “Johnny’s actions can 
only be described as decisive, courageous and 
effective in stopping further loss of life.” 


Hurley’s family said they were thankful for 
support from the city and police and were 
waiting for the outcome of a third-party in- 
vestigation into the shooting that killed the 
40-year-old. 


Police say Beesley was targeted because he 
was an Arvada police officer and that Troyke 
had expressed a hatred for them. 





Police revealed Friday that a document writ- 
ten by Troyke said he planned to kill as many 
Arvada police officers as he could, including 
saying, “We the people were never your en- 
emy, but we are now” and “This is what you 
get, you are the people who are expendable.” 
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On border tour, Harris laments ‘infighting’ over immigration 






(AP) — Vice President 
Kamala Harris on Friday 
used her first trip to the 
U.S.-Mexico border since 
taking office to call for an 
end to political “rhetoric” 
and “infighting” over im- 
migration, an issue that 
Republicans have been ea- 
ger to weaponize against 
her. 


Immigration “cannot be re- 
duced to a political issue,” 
Harris told reporters. “We're 
talking about children, we’re 
talking about families, we’re 
talking about suffering. 
And our approach has to be 
thoughtful and effective.” 


Harriss trip came after 
months of criticism from 
Republicans and some in 
her own party over her ab- 
sence and that of President 
Joe Biden from the border 
at a time when immigration 
officers have logged record 
numbers of encounters with 
migrants attempting to cross 
into the U.S. 


Her half-day stop — in 
which she toured a Customs 
and Border Protection pro- 
cessing center and met with 
migrant children there, vis- 
ited an intake center on the 
border and held a roundtable 
with local service providers 
— is unlikely to quell GOP 
efforts to use immigration as 
a political cudgel against the 
administration. 


Harris defended both the 
timing of her visit and the 
choice of El Paso for the stop. 
Some critics had said the lo- 
cation is too far removed 
from the epicenter of border 
crossings creating a strain on 
federal resources. She told 
reporters after landing in 


El Paso that she had said in 
March that she would come 
to the border and it was “not 
a new plan.” 


And she said the choice of El 
Paso was meant to underscore 
a shift to a more humane ap- 
proach to immigration policy 
by the Biden administration 
after the hardline stance of 
former President Donald 
Trump. 


“It is here in El Paso that the 
previous administration’s 
child separation policy was 
unveiled,” she said. She also 
noted Trump's “remain in 
Mexico” policy, which forced 
asylum seekers to wait on the 
other side of the border for 
their claims to be adjudicated. 


“We have seen the disaster 
that resulted from that here 
in El Paso,” she said. 


Harris visited the region with 
Homeland Security Secretary 
Alejandro Mayorkas, Texas 
Democratic Rep. Veronica 
Escobar and Illinois Demo- 
cratic Sen. Dick Durbin, a 
prominent Democratic voice 
on immigration reform. Both 
Mayorkas and Escobar said 
they invited Harris specifical- 
ly to the area, and Mayorkas 
was quick to emphasize that 
border security is in his port- 
folio, not the vice president’s. 





But Republicans faulted 
Harris for a trip that they dis- 
missed as little more than a 
photo session. Texas Sen. Ted 
Cruz, a conservative Repub- 
lican and leading administra- 
tion critic on immigration, 
charged that Biden’s policies 
“opened the floodgates to 
human smugglers and drug 
cartels.” 





While Cruz said he was glad 
Harris had visited, “if the 
vice president came to Texas 
without a concrete plan to 
secure our border and is un- 
willing to reverse her admin- 
istration’s failed immigration 
policies that caused the crisis, 
then her visit is nothing short 
of a glorified photo-op.” 








Trump said on Friday in an 
interview with the conserva- 
tive outlet Newsmax that “I 
think she should go to the 
real part of the border, not a 
part of the border that’s sel- 
dom violated.” 


Harris has borne the brunt 
of attacks from Republi- 
cans over immigration since 
Biden assigned her to lead 
the administration’s efforts 
to address the root causes of 
migration to the U.S. from 
countries like Mexico, El Sal- 
vador and Guatemala. She's 
emphasized that her focus is 
on improving conditions for 
residents of those countries 
through economic and hu- 
manitarian aid, to encourage

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them to stay home rather 
than make the journey to the 
Lisa 


Republicans have tried to 
paint the administration as 
indifferent to border security, 
seeking to revive a potent po- 
litical weapon against Demo- 
crats for the 2022 midterm 
elections. Trump plans to 
visit the area less than a week 
after Harris, and he’s certain 
to seize on her trip to keep 
driving the GOP narrative. 

Other administration of- 
ficials have made multiple 
visits to the border, but the 
absence of Biden and Har- 
ris had left some Democrats 
worried that damage already 
has been done. There’s con- 
cern that the Biden adminis- 
tration has ceded the border 
security debate to Republi- 


cans. 


“The administration is mak- 
ing Democrats look weak,” 
said Texas Democratic Rep. 
Henry Cuellar in an in- 
terview with The Associ- 
ated Press. “I’ve heard, from 
Democrats and Republicans 
in my area, what the heck is 
going on with this adminis- 
tration?” 


Cuellar’s district spans from 
south of San Antonio to the 
U.S.-Mexico border, and last 
year he won reelection by the 
slimmest margin of his near- 
ly two-decade-long career. 
While he says he’s not wor- 
ried about his own reelec- 
tion, he adds, “I worry about 
my colleagues.” 


Biden’s first few months in 
office have seen record num- 
bers of migrants attempt- 
ing to cross the border. U.S. 
Customs and Border Pro- 
tection logged more than 
180,000 encounters on the 
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Mexican border in May, the 
most since March 2000. The 
numbers were boosted by a 
coronavirus pandemic-relat- 
ed ban on seeking asylum, 
which encouraged repeated 
attempts to cross because get- 
ting caught carried no legal 
consequences. 


Republicans jumped on 
those figures to attack Biden 
and Harris as weak on border 
security. Administration offi- 
cials, including Harris, refute 
the charge. Harris repeatedly 
sent a message to migrants 
during her recent visit to 
Guatemala: “Do not come.” 


But those comments drew 
fire from some progressives, 
most notably New York Rep. 
Alexandria Ocasio Cortez, 
who called the message “dis- 
appointing.” 

It was an incident that under- 
scored the political no-win 
situation for Harris, taking 
on an intractable problem 
that's frustrated past ad- 
ministrations and has been 
used by both parties to drive 
wedges and turnout during 
campaign season. If Biden 
chooses not to run for a sec- 
ond term, Harris will be seen 
as the leading contender to 
replace him, and the immi- 
eration issue could become 
either a chance to showcase 
her accomplishments or an 
albatross. 


During a meeting with faith- 
based organizations, as well 
as shelter and legal service 
providers, Harris said she 
and Biden “inherited a tough 
situation.” 


But she maintained that “in 
five months we've made 
progress...there’s still more 
work to be done, but we've 
made progress.”

Trump's company could face criminal charges in New York City 


(AP) — Manhattan pros- 
ecutors have informed 
Donald Trump’s compa- 
ny that it could soon face 
criminal charges stem- 
ming from a long-running 
investigation into the for- 
mer president's business 
dealings. 


The New York Times, cit- 
Ing sources familiar with the 
matter, reported that charges 
could be filed against the 
Trump Organization as early 
as next week related to fringe 
benefits the company gave to 
top executives, such as use of 
apartments, cars and school 
tuition. 


Trump Organization lawyer 
Ron Fischetti confirmed to 
NBC News that lawyers for 
the company met virtually 
with prosecutors Thursday 
to discuss the case. 


“It looks like they are going 
to come down with charges 
against the company and that 
is completely outrageous,” he 
said, adding that the meeting 
was on Zoom and lasted for 
about nine minutes. 


“The corporate office will 
plead not guilty and we will 
make an immediate motion 
to dismiss the case against the 
corporation,” he said. 


The Manhattan district attor- 
ney’s office declined to com- 
ment. 


Fischetti didn’t immediately 
return a message from The 
Associated Press. 


No charges have been filed 
thus far in the long-running 


probe. Prosecutors have 
been scrutinizing Trump’s 
tax records, subpoenaing 


documents and interviewing 
witnesses, including Trump 
insiders and company execu- 
tives. 


Law enforcement officials 
familiar with the matter say 
the investigation has reached 


a critical point. A grand jury 
was recent empaneled to 
welgh evidence and New 
York Attorney General Letitia 
James said she was assigning 





two of her lawyers to work 
with Vance on the criminal 
probe while she continues a 
civil investigation of Trump. 





Death toll in Florida collapse rises to 4; 159 still missing 


(AP) — With nearly 160 
people unaccounted for 
and at least four dead af- 
ter a seaside condomini- 
um tower collapsed into a 
smoldering heap of twist- 
ed metal and concrete, 
rescuers used both heavy 
equipment and their own 
hands to comb through 
the wreckage on Friday in 
an increasingly desperate 
search for survivors. 


As scores of firefighters in 
Surfside, just north of Mi- 
ami, toiled to locate and 
reach anyone still alive in 
the remains of the 12-story 
Champlain ‘Towers South, 
hopes rested on how quickly 
crews using dogs and micro- 
phones could complete their 
erim, yet delicate task. 


“Any time that we hear a 
sound, we concentrate in that 
area,” Miami-Dade Assistant 
Fire Chief Raide Jadallah 
said. “It could be just steel 
twisting, it could be debris 
raining down, but not spe- 
cifically sounds of tapping or 
sounds of a human voice.” 


Buffeted by gusty winds and 
pelted by intermittent rain 
showers, two heavy cranes 
began removing debris from 





the pile using large claws in 
the morning, creating a din 
of crashing glass and metal as 
they picked up material and 
dumped it to the side. 


Once the machines paused, 
firefighters wearing protec- 
tive masks and carrying red 
buckets climbed atop the 
pile to remove smaller pieces 
by hand in hope of finding 
spots where people might be 
trapped. In a parking garage, 
rescuers in knee-deep water 
used power tools to cut into 
the building from below. 


Surfside Mayor Charles Bur- 
kett said crews were doing 
everything possible to save as 
many people as they could. 


“We do not have a resource 
problem, we have a luck 
problem,” he said. 


Flowers left in tribute deco- 
rated a fence near the tower, 
and people awaiting news 
about the search watched 
from a distance, hands 
clasped and hugging. Nearby 
on the beach, visitor Faydah 
Bushnaq of Sterling, Virgin- 
ia, knelt and scratched “Pray 
for their souls” in the sand. 


“We were supposed to be on 


\ 


vacation, but I have no moti- 
vation to have fun,” Bushnaq 
said. “It is the perfect time to 
say a prayer for them.” 


Three more bodies were re- 
moved overnight, and Mi- 
ami-Dade Police Director 
Freddy Ramirez said authori- 
ties were working with the 
medical examiner’s office to 
identify the victims. Eleven 
injuries were reported, with 
four people treated at hospi- 
tals. 


Miami-Dade Mayor Dani- 
ella Levine Cava said rescuers 
were at “extreme risk” going 


through the rubble. 


“Debris is falling on them as 
they do their work. We have 
structural engineers on-site 
to ensure that they will not 
be injured, but they are pro- 
ceeding because they are so 
motivated and they are taking 
extraordinary risk on the site 
every day,” she said. 


With searchers using saws 
and jackhammers to look for 
pockets large enough to hold 
a person, Levine Cava said 
there was still reason to have 
hope. 


Rachel Spiegel described her 
mother, 66-year-old Judy 
Spiegel, who was among the 
missing, as a loving grand- 
mother known for chauf- 
feuring her two granddaugh- 
ters everywhere, advocating 
for Holocaust awareness and 
enjoying chocolate ice cream 
every night. 


“Pm just praying for a mir- 
acle,” Spiegel said. “We’re 
heartbroken that she was 
even in the building.” 


Teenager Jonah Handler 
was rescued from the rub- 
ble hours after the collapse, 
but his mother, Stacie Fang, 
died. Relatives issued a state- 
ment expressing thanks “for 
the outpouring of sympathy, 
compassion and support we 
have received.” 


“There are no words to de- 
scribe the tragic loss of our 
beloved Stacie,” it said. 


Many people waited at a re- 
unification center for results 
of DNA swabs that could 
help identify victims. 


While officials said no cause 
for the collapse has been de- 
termined, Gov. Ron DeSan- 
tis said a “definitive answer” 
was needed in a timely man- 
ner. Video showed the cen- 
ter of the building appearing 
to tumble down first, and a 
section nearest to the ocean 
teetering and coming down 
seconds later. 


About half the building’s 
roughly 130 units were af- 
fected, and rescuers used 
cherry pickers and ladders 
to evacuate at least 35 people 
from the still-intact areas in 
the first hours after the col- 
lapse. But with 159 still un- 
accounted for, work could go 
on for days. 


Television video early Friday 
showed crews fighting fla- 
reups of fires on the rubble 
piles. 





Computers, chairs, com- 
forters and other personal 
belongings were evidence 


of shattered lives amid the 
wreckage of the Champ- 
lain, which was built in 1981 


in Surfside, a small suburb 
north of Miami Beach. A 
child-size bunk bed perched 
precariously on a top floor, 
bent but intact and appar- 
ently inches from falling into 


the rubble. 


Fernando Velasquez said his 
66-year-old brother Julio, 
his sister-in-law Angela and 
their daughter Theresa, who 
was visiting from California, 
were in the building when it 


fell. 


“I miss my brother very 
much. I talk to him almost 
every day,” said Velasquez, of 
Elmhurst, New York. “His 
call was always a welcoming 
call. But I know he’s in heav- 
en, because he was in love 
with Christ. If he is gone, he 
is in a much better place.” 


The missing include people 
from around the world. 


Israeli media said the coun- 
try’s consul general in Miami, 
Maor Elbaz, believed that 20 
citizens of that country are 
missing. Another 22 people 
were unaccounted for from 
Argentina, Venezuela, Uru- 
guay and Paraguay, where an 
aide said first lady Silvana de 
Abdo Benitez flew to Miami 
because her sister, brother- 
in-law, their three children 
and a nanny were among the 
missing. 


Gilmer Moreira, press di- 
rector for the government 
palace, said the wife of Par- 
aguayan President Mario 
Abdo Benítez has “has al- 
ready received official infor- 
mation about the search for 
her family” and was awaiting 
more details. 
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Derek Chauvin faces sentencing in George Floyd's death 





(AP) — George Floyd ’s 
family spoke in court Fri- 
day of the pain they felt 
over his murder and asked 
for the maximum pun- 
ishment for former Of- 
ficer Derek Chauvin as 
Chauvin faced sentencing 
for the crime that set off a 
fierce reckoning over ra- 
cial injustice in America. 


“We don’t want to see no 
more slaps on the wrist. 
We’ve been through that al- 
ready,” said a tearful Terrence 
Floyd, one of Floyd’s broth- 
ers. 


Floyd’s nephew Brandon 
Williams said: “Our fam- 
ily is forever broken.” And 
Floyd’s 7-year-old daughter, 
Gianna, in a video played in 
court, said that if she could 
say something to her father 
now, it would be: “I miss you 
and and I love you.” 


Chauvin, 45, faced a poten- 
tial decadeslong sentence, 
with some legal experts pre- 
dicting 20 to 25 years. He is 
also awaiting trial on federal 
civil rights charges in Floyd’s 
death, along with three other 
fired officers who have yet to 
have their state trials. 


Prosecutor Matthew Frank 
asked the judge to exceed 
sentencing guidelines and 
sive Chauvin 30 years in 
prison, saying “tortured is the 
right word” for what the of- 
ficer did to Floyd. 


“This is not a momentary 
gunshot, punch to the face. 


This is 9% minutes of cruelty 
to a man who was helpless 
and just begging for his life,” 
Frank said. 


Chauvin’s mother, Carolyn 
Pawlenty, took the stand to 
plead for mercy for son, say- 
ing his reputation has been 
unfairly reduced to that of 
“an ageressive, heartless and 
uncaring person” and a racist. 


“I can tell you that is far from 
the truth,” she told the judge. 
“I want this court to know 
that none of these things are 
true and that my son is a good 
man.” She added: “Derek, I 
want you to know I have al- 
ways believed in your inno- 
cence, and I will never waver 
from that.” 


“I will be here for you when 
you come home,” she said. 


The concrete barricades, ra- 
zor wire and National Guard 
patrols at the courthouse 
during Chauvin's three-week 
trial in the spring were gone 
Friday, reflecting an easing 
of tensions since the verdict 
in April. Still, there was rec- 
ognition that the sentencing 
was another major step for- 
ward for Minneapolis since 
Floyd died on May 25, 2020. 


“Between the incident, the 
video, the riots, the trial — 
this is the pinnacle of it,” 
said Mike Brandt, a local de- 
fense attorney who closely 
followed the case. “The ver- 
dict was huge too, but this 
is where the justice comes 
down.” 






Chauvin was convicted of 
second-degree uninten- 
tional murder, third-degree 
murder and second-degree 
manslaughter for press- 
ing his knee against Floyd’s 
neck for up to 9 1/2 min- 
utes as the 46-year-old Black 
man gasped that he couldn’t 
breathe and went limp. 


Bystander video of Floyd’s 
arrest on suspicion of passing 
a counterfeit $20 bill at a cor- 
ner store prompted protests 
around the world and led to 
scattered violence in Minne- 
apolis and beyond. 


Minnesota sentencing guide- 
line s called for 12 1/2 years, 
but Judge Peter Cahill agreed 
with prosecutors ahead of 
Friday's proceedings that 
there were aggravating cir- 
cumstances that could jus- 
tify a heavier punishment — 
among them, that Chauvin 
treated Floyd with particular 
cruelty, abused his position 
of authority as a police officer 
and did it in front of children. 





The defense requested pro- 
bation, saying Chauvin was 
the product of a “broken” 
system and “believed he was 


doing his job.” 


With good behavior, Chauvin 
could get out on parole after 
serving about two-thirds of 
his sentence. 


Before the sentencing, the 
judge denied Chauvin’s re- 
quest for a new trial. Defense 
attorney Eric Nelson had ar- 


sued that the intense public- 
ity tainted the jury pool and 
that the trial should have 
been moved away from Min- 
neapolis. 


The judge also rejected a de- 
fense request for a hearing 
into possible juror miscon- 
duct. Nelson had accused 
a juror of not being candid 
during jury selection because 
he didn’t mention his partici- 
pation in a march last sum- 
mer to honor the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. Prosecutors 
countered the juror had been 
open about his views. 


Ben Crump, an attorney for 
the family, said relatives were 
“anxious and tense” ahead 
of the proceedings. “To us, 
George Floyd is a cause. He’s 
a case. He’s a hashtag. To 
them -- that’s their flesh and 
blood. You know, that that’s 
their brother,” Crump said. 


It was unclear whether 
Chauvin would break his 
long silence and speak at his 
sentencing. Some experts 
expressed doubt he would 
say anything because of the 
risk his words could be used 
against him in the federal 
case. No date for that trial has 
been set. 


But Brandt said Chauvin 
could say a few words with- 
out getting into legal trouble. 
“I think it’s his chance to tell 
the world, ‘I didn’t intend to 
kill him,” the attorney said. 
“If I was him, I think I would 
want to try and let people 
know that Pm not a mon- 
ster.” 


Chauvin did not testify at 
his trial. The only explana- 
tion the public heard from 
him came from body-camera 
footage in which he told a by- 
stander at the scene: “We got 
to control this guy ’cause he’s 
a sizable guy ... and 1t looks 
like he’s probably on some- 
thing.” 


Philip Stinson, a criminal 
justice professor at Bowling 
Green State University, said 
11 non-federal law officers, 
including Chauvin, have 
been convicted of murder for 
on-duty deaths since 2005. 
The penalties for the nine 
who were sentenced before 
Chauvin ranged from from 
six years, nine months, to life 
behind bars, with the median 
being 15 years. 


With Chauvin’s sentencing, 
the Floyd family and Black 


America faced something of 
a rarity: In the small number 
of instances in which officers 
accused of brutality or other 
misconduct against Black 
people have gone to trial, the 
list of acquittals and mistrials 
is longer than the list of sen- 
tencings after conviction. 


In recent years, the acquittals 
have included officers tried 
in the deaths of Philando 
Castile in suburban Minne- 
apolis and Terence Crutcher 
in ‘Tulsa, Oklahoma. Two 
mistrials were declared over 
the death of Samuel Dubose 
in Cincinnati. 


“That’s why the world has 
watched this trial, because 
it is a rare occurrence,” said 
Arizona-based civil rights at- 
torney Benjamin ‘Taylor, who 
has represented victims of 
police brutality. “Everybody 
knows that this doesn’t hap- 
pen every day.” 


Several people interviewed 
in Minneapolis before 
Chauvin's sentencing said 
they wanted to see a tough 
sentence. 


Thirty years “doesn’t seem 
like long enough to me,” said 
Andrew Harer, a retail work- 
er who is white. “I would be 
fine if he was in jail for the 
rest of his life.” 


Joseph Allen, 31, who is 
Black, said he would like to 
see Chauvin get a life sen- 
tence, adding that he hopes 
other police officers learn 
“not to do what Derek 
Chauvin did.” 


As for whether she would 
like to hear Chauvin speak, 
Levy Armstrong said: “For 
me as a Black woman living 
in this community, there’s re- 
ally nothing that he could say 
that would alleviate the pain 
and trauma that he caused. 
... I think that if he spoke it 
would be disingenuous and 
could cause more trauma.” 


Chauvin has been held since 
his conviction at the state’s 
maximum-security prison 
in Oak Park Heights, where 
he has been kept in a cell by 
himself for his own protec- 
tion, his meals brought to 
him. 


The three other officers are 
scheduled for trial in March 
on state charges of aiding and 
abetting both murder and 
manslaughter. 
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French woman convicted of killing 'monster' abuser, set free 


(AP) — A French mother 
of four was sentenced to 
one year in prison Friday 
for killing her husband 
after decades of sexual, 
physical and psychologi- 
cal abuse starting when 
she was an adolescent. 
The verdict allows her to 
walk free, as she has al- 
ready served time in pre- 
ventive detention. 


The case had drawn broad at- 
tention and support for the 
defendant amid a national 
reckoning with long-held ta- 
boos around domestic abuse. 


Valerie Bacot, 40, has admit- 
ted to shooting Daniel Po- 
lette dead in 2016. Polette 
was her stepfather, who later 
married her and forced her 
into prostitution. 


A jury in Chalon-sur-Saone, 
central France, found Bacot 
guilty of the murder. She 
was sentenced to one year in 
prison and a three-year sus- 
pended sentence. 





The prosecutor had earlier 
requested that Bacot should 
not be sent to prison, saying 
he didn't consider her a dan- 
ger to society. 





The trial showed the degree 
of control and influence Po- 


lette — 25 years Bacot's se- 
nior — had over her. 


“Yes, I killed him but if I 
had not done it, my children 
would have,” Bacot said. 


Polette arrived in Bacot's life 
in 1992 as her mother’s com- 
panion. A few months later, 
she said, the sexual abuse 
started. She was 12 when he 
began raping her, Bacot said. 


Polette’s sisters reached out 
to a social worker and he was 
arrested in 1995 and convict- 
ed of sexual assaults, spend- 
ing two years in prison. 


Afterward, Polette returned 
to the family home and start- 
ed abusing Bacot again. 


“When he came back, he said 
he would leave me alone. My 
mother had forgiven him. 
But it started again. Follow- 
ing a rape I got pregnant,” 
Bacot said. She was 17 at the 
time. 


Her mother threw her out of 
the house and she started liv- 
ing with Polette, whom she 
described as having total con- 
trol over her life. 


He did not allow her to work 
or use contraception. She had 
three other children. 


“He was beating me, slaps 
then punches, he throttled 
me. He was beating and then 
things were going better,” she 
said, adding he also threat- 
ened her with a handgun. 


In 2002, he forced her into 
prostitution, still controlling 
all of her actions. 


In March 2016, following a 
violent  prostitution-related 
situation, she shot Polette 
with the gun. Her children 
helped her bury the body, an 
act for which they were given 
suspended prison sentences. 


Bacot was arrested by police 
the following year and im- 
prisoned, before being re- 
leased under judicial supervi- 
sion in 2018 pending trial. 





The psychologist who exam- 
ined her said the protection 
of her children was key in 
Bacot’s reaction. In 2016, she 
feared Polette would assault 
her 14-year old daughter and 
force her into prostitution. 


A petition in favor of Bacot 
has gathered over 710,000 
signatures. 


Family members came to the 
court to say they don’t regret 
Polette’s death. His brother 





and sisters described him as a 
“monster.” 


“The person I thank the most 
in the world is Valerie, be- 
cause she killed him. She did 
what I should have done for a 
long time,” said Polette’s sis- 
ter, 59. She said he raped her 


when she was 12. 


Dr. Denis Prieur, a psychia- 
trist, said that at the time of 
the domestic abuse, Bacot no 
longer had free will. “She was 
not able to turn to the law 
(for assistance) because her 
husband was always there.” 


Now, “she has become some- 
body” and is not “a thing” 


anymore, he said. 


Bacot’s case echoes that of 





another French woman, Jac- 
queline Sauvage, who was 
convicted of shooting and 
killing her allegedly violent 
husband. Sauvage was grant- 
ed a presidential pardon in 
2016, allowing her to get out 
of prison. 


Sauvage had been sentenced 
to 10 years in prison for fa- 
tally shooting her husband 
three times in the back with a 
hunting rifle in 2012. During 
the trial, she said her husband 
had beaten her for 47 years. 
The couple’s adult daughters 
also said he had abused them. 


The Associated Press doesn’t 
typically name victims of 
extremely severe abuse, but 
Bacot — like Sauvage — has 
told her story publicly. 








EU greenlights major funding plan for refugees in ‘Turkey 


(AP) — European Union 
leaders greenlighted plans 
on Friday to give Turkey 
another 3 billion euros 
($3.6 billion) over the next 
few years to provide fresh 
assistance to Syrian refu- 
gees on its territory and 
to help the country boost 
border controls. 


“It’s about additional funds 
of 3 billion euros, then after- 
wards also funds for Leba- 
non and Jordan,” German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
told reporters. She said the 
plan, drawn up by the EU’s 
executive branch, “will soon 
be formally endorsed.” 





Turkey reacted coolly to the 
plan, saying it’s a way for Eu- 
ropeans “to ensure the EU’s 
own peace and security.” 


Well over 1 million mi- 
grants entered the EU in 
2015, many of them fleeing 
conflict in Syria and Iraq. 
The arrivals through Turkey 
overwhelmed facilities in the 


Greek islands, and sparked 


one of the EU’s biggest-ever 
political crises. 


To persuade Turkey to stop 
people leaving its territory, 
the 27-nation bloc offered 
the country 6 billion euros 
for Syrian refugees and the 
prospect of fast-track EU 
membership talks and visa- 
free travel in Europe for its 
citizens. Arrivals quickly 
dropped to a relative trickle, 
and the EU is keen to update 
the arrangement. 





Membership talks are at a 
standstill, and Turkey has still 
not fulfilled several criteria 
to secure visa-free travel, but 
the European Commission 
has handed over most of the 
funds and will pay the rest 
as contracts are completed. 
Separately, it 1s providing a 
further half a billion euros 
for refugees there this year. 


Turkey is estimated to now 
host around 3.7 million refu- 
gees from the conflict in Syr- 
ia. Lebanon and Jordan are 
also sheltering hundreds of 


thousands each. But Turkey 
is also a source of great con- 
cern for the EU, particularly 
disputed energy exploration 
work in the east Mediter- 
ranean that had heightened 
tensions with EU member 
states Greece and Cyprus. 


In a working paper prepared 
for the summit, seen by The 
Associated Press, the com- 
mission said the support “has 
been highly effective and ef- 
ficient.” It proposed that “a 
further 3 billion euros from 
the EU budget shall be dedi- 
cated until 2024 to support 
actions in Turkey.” 


It said that “in program- 
ming the actions under this 
package, will gradually move 
from humanitarian priorities 
to socio-economic support 
and development. This will 
include funding for migra- 
tion management and border 
control, notably at Turkey’s 
eastern border.” 


It’s the first time that such 
EU funding has been ear- 


marked for migration man- 
agement and border controls. 
The earlier funds were spent 
directly on shelter and educa- 
tion projects for Syrian refu- 
gees in Turkey. None of that 
money went directly to the 
Turkish government. 





The precise border area was 
not specified, but it’s likely 
to refer to Turkey’s frontiers 
with Syria and Iraq. 


Merkel said the EU will con- 
tinue to work on improving 
a customs arrangement it has 
with Turkey providing favor- 
able tariffs on certain goods. 
“Of course, we expect fur- 
ther constructive behavior 
from Turkey. We have seen an 
improvement of the situation 
in the Mediterranean Sea,” 
she said. 


An additional 2.2 billion eu- 
ros would be spent to help 
refugees and displaced people 
in Jordan, Lebanon and Syria, 
according to the commission 
plan. 


But Turkey’s Foreign Minis- 
try said in a statement Friday 
that “reducing cooperation 
on migration to a financial 
dimension is a big delusion.” 
It called for greater coopera- 
tion between Turkey and the 
EU to deal with the issue. 


The ministry called for a re- 
view of the Turkey-EU mi- 
eration deal reached in 2016 
in a manner that “responds 
to the needs of the day and 
common interests.” It said 
that other European deci- 
sions about Turkey were far 
from “containing expected 
and necessary steps.” 


The ministry specifically 
complained that no decision 
was taken to implement a 
“positive agenda” in relations 
between the bloc and Tur- 
key, including agreement on 
the customs union update. 
It insisted that Turkey has 
fulfilled its “responsibilities 
in terms of reducing tension 
and initiating a dialogue” 
with Greece. 
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Taliban gains drive Afghan government to recruit militias 






(AP) — For two days the 
fighting was blistering. 
Rockets and heavy ma- 
chine gun fire pounded 
Imam Sahib, a key district 
on Afghanistan’s northern 
border with Tajikistan. 


When the explosions died 
down and Syed Akram fi- 
nally emerged from his home 
earlier this week, three of his 
neighbor’s children had been 
killed, and a tank was burn- 
ing on a nearby street corner. 
Several shops and a petrol 
station were still smolder- 
ing. In the streets, the Taliban 
were in control. 


There were maybe 300 of 
them, he said. That had been 
plenty to overwhelm the 
government troops defend- 
ing the town, who had num- 
bered fewer than 100. Akram 
saw several bodies of soldiers 
in the street, but many had 
fled the district center. 





In recent days, the Taliban 
have made quick gains in 
Afghanistan’s north, over- 
running multiple districts, 
some of them reportedly 
with hardly a fight, even as 
the U.S. and NATO press 
forward with their final with- 
drawal from Afghanistan. By 
all accounts their departure 
will be complete long before 
the Sept. 11 deadline set by 
President Joe Biden when 
he announced in mid-April 
an end to America’s “forever 


99 


War. 


The Taliban gains are signifi- 
cant because of the transpor- 
tation routes they provide 
the insurgents. But equally 
significant is that the north is 
the traditional stronghold of 
Afghanistan’s minority eth- 
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nic groups, who aided the 
U.S.-led invasion that drove 
the ‘Taliban from power near- 
ly 20 years ago and have been 
part of the ruling leadership 


since. 


The traditional stronghold of 
the Taliban, who are mostly 
ethnic Pashtuns, has been in 
the country’s south and east. 


With the recent gains, Taliban 
now control the main border 
crossing with ‘Tajikistan, a 
main trade route. They also 
hold the strategic district of 
Doshi, critical because the 
one road linking Kabul to 
northern Afghanistan runs 
through it. 


As a result, a worried gov- 
ernment this week launched 
what it called National Mo- 
bilization, arming local vol- 
unteers. Observers say the 
move only resurrects militias 
that will be loyal to local com- 
manders or powerful Kabul- 
allied warlords, who wrecked 
the Afghan capital during the 
inter-factional fighting of the 
1990s and killed thousands of 


civilians. 


“The fact that the govern- 
ment has put out the call for 
the militias is a clear admis- 
sion of the failure of the se- 
curity forces ... most certainly 
an act of desperation,” said 
Bill Roggio, senior fellow at 
the U.S.-based Foundation 
for Defense of Democracies. 
Roggio tracks militant groups 
and is editor of the founda- 
tion’s Long War Journal. 


“The Afghan military and po- 
lice have abandoned numer- 
ous outposts, bases, and dis- 
trict centers, and it is difficult 
to imagine that these hastily 


organized militias can per- 
form better than organized 
security forces,” he said. 


On Wednesday at Koh Dam- 
an on Kabul’s northern edge, 
dozens of armed villagers in 
one of the first National Mo- 
bilization militias gathered at 
a rally. “Death to criminals!” 
and “Death to Taliban!” they 
shouted, waving automat- 
ic rifles. Some had rocket 
propelled grenade launch- 
ers resting casually on their 
shoulders. 





A handful of uniformed Af- 
ghan National Police officers 
watched. “We need them, we 
have no leadership, we have 
no help,” said Moman, one 
of the policemen. 


He criticized the Defense 
and Interior Ministries, say- 
ing they were stuffed with 
overpaid officials while the 
front-line troops receive little 


pay. 


“Pm the one standing here 
for 24 hours like this with all 
this equipment to defend my 
country,” he said, indicating 
his weapons and vest jammed 
with ammunition. “But in 
the ministries, officials earn 
thousands” of dollars. He 
spoke on condition he be 
identified only by his first 
name for fear of reprisals. 


The other police standing 
nearby joined in with the 
criticism, others nodding in 
agreement. New recruits in 
the security forces get 12,000 
Afghanis a month, about 
$152, with higher ranks get- 
ting the equivalent of about 
$380. 


The U.S. and NATO have 


committed to paying $4 bil- 
lion annually until 2024 to 
support the Afghanistan Na- 
tional Security and Defense 
Forces. Still, even Washing- 
ton’s official watchdog au- 
diting spending says Afghan 
troops are disillusioned and 
demoralized with corruption 
rife throughout the govern- 
ment. 


As the districts fell, Afghan 
President Ashraf Ghani 
swept through his Defense 
and Interior Ministries, ap- 
pointing new senior leader- 
ship, including reinstating 
Bismillah Khan as defense 
minister. Khan was previous- 
ly removed for corruption, 
and his militias have been 
criticized for summary kill- 
ings. They were also deeply 
involved in the brutal civil 
war that led to the Taliban’s 
takeover in 1996. 


Afghan and international ob- 
servers fear a similar conflict 
could erupt once more. Dur- 
ing the 1990’s war, multiple 
warlords battled for power, 
nearly destroying Kabul and 
killing at least 50,000 people 
— mostly civilians — in the 
process. 


Those warlords returned to 
power after the Taliban’s fall 
and have gained wealth and 
strength since. They are jeal- 
ous of their domains, deeply 
distrustful of each other, and 
their loyalties to Ghani are 
fluid. Ethnic Uzbek warlord 
Rashid Dostum Uzbek, for 
example, violently ousted the 
president’s choice for gover- 
nor of his Uzbek-controlled 
province of Faryab earlier this 
year. 


A former adviser to the Af- 
ghan government, Torek Far- 
hadi, called the national mo- 
bilization “a recipe for future 
generalized violence.” 


He noted the government 
has promised to pay the mi- 
litias, even as official security 
forces complain salaries are 
often delayed for months. 
He predicted the same cor- 
ruption would eat away at the 
funds meant for militias, and 
as a result “local command- 
ers and warlords will quickly 
turn against him (Ghani) and 
we will have fiefdoms and 
chaos.” 


Taliban spokesman Zabihul- 
lah Mujahid told The Associ- 
ated Press on Thursday that 
the insurgents captured 104 
districts since May 1, includ- 
ing at least 29 in recent fight- 
ing. That brought the total 
area of Taliban control to 165 
of Afghanistan’s 471 districts 
nationwide. 


There was no way to imme- 
diately verify his statements, 
and some areas often change 
hands back and forth. Most 
analysts tracking the front 
lines say the Taliban control 
or hold sway in roughly half 
the country. Their areas of 
control are mostly in rural 
areas. 


Officials and observers say 
many across the country have 
allegiance to neither side and 
are deeply disillusioned by 
corruption, which has result- 
ed in ordinary Afghans ben- 
efiting little from the trillions 
of dollars in international 
assistance pumped into the 
country the past 20 years. 


“There is no stability. There 
is no peace,” said Abdul 
Khasani, an employee at a bus 
station not far from the Koh 
Daman militia gathering. 


“In Afghanistan, under the 
Taliban people are suffering, 
and under the government 





people are suffering,” he said. 
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Record-chasing Italy becoming the team to fear at Euro 2020 


(AP) — Italy’s unbeaten 
streak won't last forever, 
and Austria coach Franco 
Foda is plotting to be the 
one to stop it. 


The Italians have become one 
of the favorites at the Europe- 
an Championship after win- 
ning all three of their games 
in the group stage, scoring 
seven goals and conceding 
none. Those three victories 
at Euro 2020 extended the 
team’s unbeaten streak under 
coach Roberto Mancini to 30 
games — matching the previ- 
ous record set in the 1930s. 


“Initially it seemed to be an 
insurmountable and impos- 
sible challenge for us, be- 
cause they haven’t lost for 
an eternity,” Foda said. “But 
sooner or later even Manci- 
ni’s team will lose.” 


Austria, which has reached 
the round of 16 at the tour- 
nament for the first time, will 
get its chance on Saturday at 
Wembley Stadium. 


“The team achieved some- 
thing spectacular. We are in 
the round of 16 and now we 
want to put everything to 
take the next step to make it 
into the quarterfinals,” Foda 
said Friday. “We have lots of 


confidence ... we’re focused 
and prepared very well for 
this upcoming match against 
Italy.” 


Besides the unbeaten streak, 
Italy will also be trying to set 
another record. The team 
has not conceded a goal in 11 
matches, a total of 1,055 min- 
utes. If Austria fails to score, 
Italy will surpass the record 
of 1,143 minutes set between 
1972 and 1974. 





For a team that failed to qual- 
ify for the 2018 World Cup, 
Italy’s recent results are quite 
remarkable. 


“It’s something that makes us 
proud, especially considering 
what they thought of us be- 
fore the tournament started,” 
Italy forward Lorenzo In- 
signe said. “But we have to 
stay focused, calm and think 
about ourselves. We haven’t 
done anything yet. Our ob- 
jective is to go all the way, it 
wasn't just to get through the 
group stage.” 


The 30-year-old Insigne em- 
bodies Italy’s transformation 
under Mancini. 


The previous coach, Gian 
Piero Ventura, lost the squad’s 
support during a World Cup 


playoff loss to Sweden when 
he left Insigne — consid- 
ered the team’s most talented 
player — on the bench. 


Insigne has formed a strong 
partnership with Ciro Im- 
mobile, who has finally been 
able to translate his scoring 
success in Serie A to the in- 
ternational stage. 


“It's the first time that Pve 
played in such an important 
event at this level, in such an 
important role,” Insigne said. 
“In the past other coaches 
have used formations that 
were less compatible with my 
style of play, although I have 
always made myself available. 


“Now Mancini is using a sys- 
tem of play that is more suit- 
ed to me and to other players’ 
characteristics.” 


Insigne already has experi- 
ence scoring at Wembley, in a 
1-1 draw against England in a 
friendly in 2018. 


“It was only a friendly but it 
was incredible,” Insigne said. 
“I think it’s everyone’s dream 
to score in such a stadium. 
We will try to go to London 
and give a great performance, 
as we have always done until 
now. 


“Our strength is that we 
don’t change our nature ever. 
Austria runs a lot and creates 
pressure, we'll study our op- 
ponents but we will prepare 
for the match thinking about 
what we have to do.” 


Italy is playing with such 
spirit that the buzzword 
among the Azzurri players is 
“fairytale.” 


No one embodies that more 
than Giacomo Raspadori, a 
21-year-old Sassuolo forward 
who hadn’t even played a 
game for Italy when he was 
named in the 26-man squad 
for the tournament. 
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Raspadori was brought on 
as a substitute in Italy’s final 
group match against Wales, 
making only his second ap- 
pearance for his country. 


“This is all a fairytale, for the 
team and for me,” Raspa- 
dori said. “In four months so 
many things have changed. 


“Those who are now my Italy 
teammates were who I saw as 
sporting idols a short while 
ago.” 


The winner of Saturday’s 
match will head to Munich to 
face either defending cham- 
pion Portugal or Belgium in 
the quarterfinals on July 2. 





Denmark on the road for 1st time to face Wales at Euro 2020 


(AP) — After three emo- 
tional European Champi- 
onship matches in Copen- 
hagen, Denmark will next 
play in a city that Chris- 
tian Eriksen once called 
home. 


The Danes will take on Wales 
in the round of 16 at the Jo- 
han Cruyff Arena on Satur- 
day, a stadium where Eriksen 
is fondly remembered by 
Ajax fans as a stylish midfield 
playmaker from 2010-13 be- 
fore his transfer to Totten- 
ham. 


Denmark lost its first Euro 
2020 match to Finland 1-0 
after Eriksen suffered cardiac 
arrest on the field and had to 
be resuscitated with a defi- 
brillator. The Danes also lost 
to Belgium before beating 
Russia 4-1 to finish second 
in Group B and advance to 
knockout rounds. 





“Tm thinking a lot about 
Christian and how much I 
have hoped that he could 
experience this,” Denmark 
coach Kasper Hjulmand 





said. “He has been looking 
forward to this summer so 
much, it’s a big, big dream for 
Christian, and just to know 
that he’s not here hurts.” 


Wales coach Rob Page paid 
tribute to the way the Den- 
mark team had coped with 
the situation, but said his 
team has to focus solely on 
the match. 


“Obviously the world has 
taken note of what’s hap- 
pened and the emotion in- 
volved in it, but we can’t get 
involved in that now,” he 
said. “It’s work as usual for us 
and now we've got a job to do 
and we want to go and finish 
it.” 


While Denmark is hitting 
the road for the first time at 
a tournament that is being 
played in 11 cities across Eu- 
rope, Wales have had a tough- 
er travel schedule. The team 
based itself in Baku, Azerbai- 
jan, where it played its first 
two matches before facing 
Italy in Rome and traveling 
to the Netherlands for the 


round of 16. 


“On paper it sounds like a 
great idea to have it all around 
Europe but logistically it is 
an absolute nightmare, and 
throw COVID into that mix 
as well,” Page said. 


Wales’ victory over Turkey 
and a draw with Switzer- 
land were enough for second 
place behind Italy in Group 
A. The Welsh lost 1-0 in their 
final match against the Ital- 
ian, one of the tournament’s 
top teams. 


Now Wales is hoping it can 
build up the same kind of 
momentum that carried it to 
the semifinals of Euro 2016, 
where it lost to eventual 
champion Portugal 2-0. 


Gareth Bale, one of the stars 
of the 2016 campaign, is his 
country’s all-time leading 
scorer with 33 goals, but he 
has not scored in his last 14 
internationals and missed 
a penalty against Turkey in 
Baku. 


Aaron Ramsey, another of 
the veterans from the tourna- 
ment in France, is hoping to 
improve on the team’s per- 
formance five years ago. 


“We're a threat. We keep 
games tight, so who knows,” 
Eamsey said. “Why not go all 
the way again?” 


Wales will be without mid- 
fielder Ethan Ampadu, who 
1s suspended after being sent 
off early in the second half of 
the team's final group match 
against Italy for a foul on 
Federico Bernardeschi. 


Hjulmand said it would be 
tough to prepare against an 
unpredictable Welsh team. 


“They're very flexible. They 
change their strategy and 
their positions so it’s going to 
be hard to know what to ex- 
pect from that team,” he said. 


Page said it’s uncertain how 
Denmark will set up for Sat- 
urday’s match. What he does 
know is that Wales has to 
match the Danes physically. 


“Irrespective of what 11 he 
puts on the pitch, they’re go- 
ing to work, battle, fight for 
each other and we have to 
match that,” Page said. 


Players on both sides should 
have a good idea what to ex- 
pect from one another — 
Kasper Schmeichel and Dan- 
ny Ward both play for Pre- 
mier League club Leicester. 


“We have great competition 
and we have a really great 
relation to each other,” Sch- 
meichel said of Ward. “I don’t 
see any any weakness in him. 
He’s a complete goalkeeper.” 


Also, Ben Davies and Joe 
Rodon are Tottenham team- 
mates with Denmark mid- 
fielder Pierre-Emile Hojb- 
jerg. Bale also played on loan 
for the London club last sea- 
son. 

Hojbjerg called Bale “one 
of the best players I’ve ever 
played with.” 
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Djokovic, Federer could meet in Wimbledon final; Halep out 





(AP) - Defending cham- 
pion Novak Djokovic and 
eight-time titlist Roger 
Federer were placed on 
opposite halves of the 
Wimbledon bracket in 
Friday’s draw, meaning 
they only could meet in 
the final — which would 
be a rematch of their epic 
2019 title showdown. 


The reigning women’s cham- 
pion, No. 3-ranked Simona 
Halep, pulled out of the field 
just before the draw began, 
citing a torn left calf that 
also forced her to sit out the 
French Open. That means 
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two of the top three play- 
ers in the WTA rankings are 
missing from the field; No. 2 
Naomi Osaka withdrew last 
week.

The top-seeded Djokovic 
will have a lot at stake when 
play begins at the All England 
Club on Monday, a year after 
the grass-court tournament 
was canceled because of the 
pandemic. That was the first 
time since World War II that 
Wimbledon wasn’t contested. 


Djokovic, a 34-year-old from 


Serbia, seeks a 20th major ti- 
tle, which would tie the men’s 
record shared by Federer and 
Nadal; he can move closer to 
a calendar-year Grand Slam 
after winning the Australian 
Open in February and the 
French Open this month; he 
will be trying to win his third 
consecutive trophy, and sixth 
overall, at Wimbledon. 


Two years ago at Wimbledon, 
Djokovic edged Federer in a 
fifth-set tiebreaker after sav- 
ing two championship points 
in the final. 


Federer, who turns 40 on 
Aug. 8, is coming off a pair of 
operations to his right knee 
last year and has played only 
eight matches in the past 16 
months. 


While Djokovic pursues Slam 
No. 20, Serena Williams will 
once again take a shot at No. 
24, which would tie her with 
Margaret Court for the most 
major singles titles in ten- 
nis history. As it is, Williams’ 
23 — including seven at the 
All England Club — are the 
most in the Open era, which 
began in 1968 when profes- 
sionals were allowed to com- 
pete at the majors. 


Williams, seeded No. 6, will 
open against 100th-ranked 
Aliaksandra Sasnovich, 
who reached Wimbledon's 
fourth round in 2018. The 
39-year-old American could 
meet No. 25 Angelique 
Kerber — who beat Wil- 
liams in the 2018 final — in 
the third round, and No. 20 
Coco Gauff — a 17-year-old 
American who beat Williams’ 
older sister, Venus, at the All 
England Club in 2019 — in 





the fourth. 


If Williams gets to the quar- 
terfinals, her opponent could 
be No. 3 Elina Svitolina, who 
lost to Halep in the semi- 
finals two years ago. Other 
potential women’s quarterfi- 
nals, based on seedings: No. 
1 Ash Barty vs. No. 5 Bianca 
Andreescu, No. 2 Aryna Sa- 
balenka vs. No. 7 Iga Swiatek, 
and No. 4 Sofia Kenin vs. 
No. 8 Karolina Pliskova. 


The possible men's quar- 
terfinals: Djokovic vs No. 5 
Andrey Rublev, No. 3 Stefa- 
nos Isitsipas vs. No. 8 Ro- 
berto Bautista Agut, Federer 
vs. No. 2 Daniil Medvedev, 
vs. No. 6 Federer, and No. 4 
Alexander Zverev vs. No. 7 
Matteo Berrettini. 


Among the noteworthy first- 
round men’s matchups are 
Djokovic against wild-card 
entry Jack Draper, a 19-year- 
old from England who was 
the Wimbledon boys’ run- 
ner-up in 2018; two-time 
champion Andy Murray 
against No. 24 seed Nikoloz 
Basilashvili; and No. 21 Ugo 
Humbert against Nick Kyr- 
gios. 


Women’s first-rounders of 
particular interest include 
Barty against Carla Suárez 
Navarro, a 32-year-old Span- 
iard who recently returned to 
competition after being treat- 
ed for cancer; French Open 
champion Barbora Krejciko- 
va against 18-year-old Clara 
Tauson; and two-time Wim- 
bledon champ Petra Kvi- 
tova against 2017 U.S. Open 
champ Sloane Stephens.
